Palestine Unrest. 

The problems of Palestine, 
always existent, are again con- 
xpicuous. Racial antagonism is 
at work in the "Holy Land” as 
bitterly ax in many other coun- 
tries, the clash of two peoples 
completely divided in aime and 
ideals, The recent riots, caused 
hy Avab demonstrations of an 
anti-Jewish character, have sub- 
sided, but the solution of the 
racial differences has still to be 
found, There has been nothing 
so serious since the savage out- 
break of ‘August, 1929. The 
familiar story is here presented 
of rival and almost irreconciluble 
races held in check, if at all, by 
the intervention of Britain, “the 
weary Titan.” In this distress- 
ing dispute each side has its case 
to stute. The Jews are able to 
claim that the objects of Zionism 
were definitely endorsed by the 
Balfour Declaration of 1917, is- 
sued some five weeks before 
Allenby’s entry into Jerusalem. 
That declaration, afterwards 
embodied in the Treaty of 
Sevres, stated that the British 
Government viewed with favour 
the establishment in Palestine 
of a national home for the Jew- 
ish people, 


about 170,000 Jews to the coun- 


put forward later, that Palestine 
was understood to be excluded 
from the territory promised to 
the Arabs. So, from the first, 
mistrust and anger arose. A 
series of disorders took place 
from 1919-21, and Arab misgiv- 
ings were certuinly not allayed

ist Federation in America, who 
declared that Palestine should 
become as Jewish as England is 
English.” or of Dr. Eder, chair- 
man yof-the, Zionist Commission 
in Jeruslefi; j who foretold “no 
equality..in,,parluership .belween 
Jews vad TAtrdbs, but a Jewish 
predominance.”

He-gives here some impres- 
sions of . the — international 
situation which” he has just 
brought back from a visit to 
the French capital. 


It is necessary to go abroad and, 
glancing back at England, to sce her 
as she appears to other nations to 
realise both the immensely import- 
ant role she plays in their decisions 
and how baffling to foreigners is 
the attitude of our people. wo 

Paris is the most important cen- 
tre in Continental Europe to-day, 
.for there men are quietly weighing 
up the situation and preparing to 
take decisions that will affect the 
world for centuries, perhaps. But 
they are waiting, and they will wait 
a little while longer, to see what we 
will do. 

Will the British people, like re- 
vivalists caught in a storm at sea, 
sing hymns to peace in the saloon, 
with blinds drawn over every port- 
hole, or will they lend a hand at the 
pumps? . 

Germany Re-Arming? 

Germany has left the League of 
Nations. She has claimed the 
right to rearm.. There is little 
doubt in the minds of many that 
she has been in process of rearming 
for sume time. This may or may 
not be true. (Incidentally, it 
strikes Frenchmen as a curious ex- 
ample of British procrastination 
that our Government has so far re- 
fured to examine the reports on the 
subject to which its attention has 
been drawn; aurely the people of 
this country are entitled to know 
how much truth there is in these). 

But what is clear ta thore who 
direet the destinies of France is 
that they cannol be passive under 
the risk invelved in Germany's pos- 
sible rearmament. 

There may be, no doubt there is, 
much to be said for Germany's 
point of view. - She har some legiti- 
mate grievances, and all recogniva 
the validity of her claim to equality. 

All, including France, admit 

that that is the goal to aim at, 

But it. Is perfectly clear that 

equality will never be conceded 

unless there 1s a guarantee that 

Germany will be compelled to play 

fair. 

If a man hud heen out swim- 
ming with another, and upon two 
separate occasions had done his best 
to drown his companion, we should 
think it legitimate that the latter, 
before, ‘taking to the water again 
with the same individual, should 
ingiat on having a life-belt at hand. 
That is the position of France.

Mistrast And Fear 


The burden of armaments will 
gradually become , unbearable; the 
Natlonalists will say: “Sec, you are 
fewer than the Germans, they will 
attack and defeat you in the end, 
Yor you cannot keep ahead for ever. 
Beat her whilst you still have the 
strength, so that you may be safe in 
the future.” 

Two days ago, in Paris, a busi- 
ness man who knows Germany well 
and hag Inr; Interests there, a 
broad-minded and pacffic individual, 
told me that the workpeople he 
came in contact with were 80 obscss- 
ed with their desire for ‘peace that 
they would soon resch the point 
where they would march to Berlin 
to impose it. He may be right, but 
that time is not yet in sight. 

Js there any alternative for 
France but an armaments race if 
we wash our hands of Europe? 
Could she not try to dome to a 
direct understanding with Ger- 
Germany ? 

To urge her to do so would be 
merely to emulute Pontius Pilate, 
and would achieve nothing ‘except 
to cover procrastination and evade 
reaponsibility, Those two coun- 
tries, whose relations are steeped 
in mistrust and fear, can only come 
to un understanding if we stand by 
them both as we did at Locarno. 

Will we do so? It seems to me 
that we should consider the ques- 
tion dispassionately, as a business 
proposition. It is a simple one if 
diverted of all catch phrases and 
vague sentimentality. 


Our Interest In. Peace 


No Government should endunger 
the life of a single British subject 
except in the defence of his own 
country’s interests. But- it seoms 
to me that our supreme interest lies 
in maintaining peace. Our people 
recognise this instinctively, and 
they are right; for in the view of 
most students no country stands to 
lose more by war than we do, nono 
vould te more exposed than we, 
should we become involved, to nono 
would the economic consequences bo 
more shattering, : 

The problem {a how (o ensure 
peace, and on that point the people 
of this country are not clear. It 15 
time their leaders had the courage 
to tell them that to be peacefully 
minded is not enough. =
